FARM BENEFITS 


TO SHOW LARGE 


GAIN NEXT YEAR 


W ashington, Ju ne 24 
(JP) — 
Adm inistration 
farm 
officials 
said today ( tha t congressional 
approv al of $338 ,000,000 in addi­ 
tional farm benefits wou ld pro­ 
v ide the most ex tensiv e agricu l­ 
tu ral aid program in the na­ 
tion’s history . 
Prov isions of the Agricu ltu re 
D epartm ent su pply bill agreed to 
by both hou ses will giv e the de­ 
partm ent abou t $9 6 6 ,000,000 to 
finance crop produ ction and su r­ 
plu s disposal sy stems designed to 
improv e farm prices and increase 
the agricu ltu ral income. 
Fu nds made av ailable for the 
cu rrent y ear totaled abou t $8 7 5,- 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
The hou se agreed y esterday to 
the benefit increases v oted by 
the senate. Some final differ­ 
ences ov er the bill, howev er, re­ 
mained to be ironed ou t by a 
joint committee. 
Officials said tha t in general 
19 40 farm programs wou ld be 
close du plications of those in 
operation this season. The m ajor 
changes will be the inau gu ration 
of a cotton ex port su bsidy pro­ 
gram, and the placing of greater 
emphasis on su bsidizing domes­ 
tic consu mption of su ch su rplu s 
crops as dairy produ cts, fru its, 
fresh v egetables, and possibly 
lard and pork produ cts. 
Becau se of hu ge su rplu ses of 
cotton, 
wheat 
and 
somewhat 
smaller su rplu ses of corn and to­ 
bacco, nex t y ear’s farm opera­ 
tions again will prov ide for cu r­ 
tailed acreage. 
Produ cers of these crops will 
be 
giv en 
acreage 
allotments. 
Those comply ing with allotm ents 
and observ ing the departm ent’s 
soil conserv ation practices will 
get abou t $7 25,000,000 in su bsid­ 
ies. 
Farm ers comply ing with ac­ 
reage allotm ents this y ear will 
receiv e benefits a t these rates: 
wheat, 28 cents a bu shel; cotton 
3.6 cents a pou nd; rice 22 cents 
a hu ndred pou nds, and corn (in 
the commercial corn belt) 
15 
cents a bu shel. Nex t y ear’s rates 
are ex pected to be somewhat 
similar. 
Two plans hav e been projected 
for disposing of su rplu ses. One 
wou ld broaden an ex port su b­ 
sidy program u nder which 112,- 
000,000 bu shels of su rplu s wheat 
was sold in foreign m arkets. It 
probably will be ex tended to cot­ 
ton and lard. 
The other wou ld increase dis­ 
tribu tion of su rplu s food and cer­ 
tain ty pes of cotton goods among 
relief families. Officials said it 
was possible tha t $150,000,000 
m ight be spent for su ch distribu ­ 
tion, compared with $6 6 ,000,000 
this y ear. 
The ex port su bsidy programs 
are designed to enable ex porters 
to m eet foreign prices of farm 
produ cts. Under them , the gov ­ 
ernm ent pay s ex porters a bou nty 
which enables them to pay the 
higher domestic price and sell 
abroad a t lower world lev els.

Huma n Feeling 
Still Sup reme, 
King Asserts 


London, Ju ne 23 
(JP) — King 
George VI declared today the 
deepest impression of his historic 
15,000-mile trip with Qu een Eliz­ 
abeth to the new world was tha t 
“the strength of hu m an feeling 
still is the most potent of all 
forces affecting world affairs.” 
“As a North American histor­ 
ian has w ritten, ‘Ov er all nations 
is hu manity ,* ” the m onarch said 
in responding to a toast a t a 
state lu ncheon giv en by the Lord 
May or of London in the ancient 
Gu ildhall. 
The roy al cou ple retu rned from 
their North American trip y es­ 
terday . The lu ncheon today con­ 
stitu ted their official welcome 
home. 
King George said he was im ­ 
pressed by the keen pu blic in­ 
terest, in the New York World’s 
Fair display of Magna Carta, the 
docu ment signed in 1215 by King 
John which laid the fou ndation 
for secu rity of English political 
and personal liberty . 
He noted also his personal 
acceptance of the credentials of 
Daniel C. Roper as United States 
Minister to Ottawa and his sig­ 
natu re of the Canada-United 
States trade treaty . 
“The detailed story of ou r 
trav els is fam iliar to y ou throu gh 
the daily press, newsreels and 
broadcasting corporations which 
on both sides of the Atlantic 
hav e reported it with accu racy 
and sy m pathetic u nderstanding,” 
the king added.

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HE IS FOR ONE-MAN CONTROL 
President Roosev elt’s opposition to control of 
WPA by a bi-partisan board is in line with his 
oft-ex pressed ideas on the organization of gov ­ 
ernment. 
He is against boards and commissions on the 
grounds of efficiency , believ ing that all gov ern­ 
ment power not reserv ed by the Constitution to 
the courts and by congress to itself should be 
ex ercised by the President. His gov ernment re­ 
organization bill would hav e carried this prin­ 
ciple to the point of entrusting to the President 
the ICC's control ov er freight rates, the FCC’s 
control ov er wire and radio communication, etc. 
The contrary v iew holds, as in the past, that 
certain powers are best ex ercised by boards re­ 
sponsible to congress. These powers are in gen­ 
eral those that are semi-judicial in nature or 
else that simply are too readily capable of dis­ 
criminatory use for partisan or other undesirable 
purposes. The control ov er freight rates, which 
holds the power of economic death ov er particu­ 
lar states, regions and industries, is an ex ample. 
So is the power ov er communications, which in 
theory at least might be ex ercised in a way that 
would infringe, quite legally but still effectiv ely , 
the freedoms of speech and press. 
The power to disburse some $2,000,000,000 an­ 
nually for relief inv olv es both the possibility of 
discrimination and the use of semi-judicial judg­ 
ment. From the beginning the federal relief ad­ 
ministrators hav e sat as judges on the claims of 
the states as to their relativ e capacities for bear­ 
ing a share of the relief burden. There hav e 
been many complaints about their decisions, as 
well as on the score of political abuses. 
The remedy of making WPA amenable to a 
bi-partisan board conceiv ably might entail some 
sacrifice of efficiency , although it is unbeliev ­ 
able. No doubt it would promote efficiency and 
economy through greater care and deliberation 
in use of the funds. Administrativ e detail still 
would be handled by an administrator, the only 
difference being that he would report to the 
board instead of to the President or a cabinet 
officer. 
In any case, a slight loss of efficiency would 
seem of minor importance, compared to the 


weighty considerations fav oring board-control of 
these v ast relief ex penditures. The President ap­ 
pears ov erly rash in seeking and defending ex ec­ 
utiv e powers, which he himself has said could be 
abused disastrously by any unscrupulous occu­ 
pant of the office. 


WE ALL PAY TAXES > 
The cost of gov ernment is nowaday s one of the 
more important facts of life to say the least. As 
Representativ e Engel noted in house tax debate 
this week, the estimated tax collections of fed­ 
eral, state and municipal gov ernments during 
the current y ear will approx imately equal the 
total wealth produced by the nation’s factories. 
They will be three times as big as the share of 
national income paid to the farmers of the 
country . 
With facts like these in mind, one ex periences 
a sense of shock on reading the outcome of a 
national poll published sev eral day s ago. 
The only limit a democratic nation can put on 
the cost of gov ernment is that fix ed by the v oters* 
willingness to share their income with the gov ­ 
ernment. But what if v oters, or a considerable 
number of them, are not conscious of sharing 
at all? 
The fault ev idently lies with a failure of popu­ 
lar education, which in a democracy is a dis­ 
astrous failure indeed. Also there has been a 
failure in the tax sy stem, for those not conscious 
of pay ing tax es obv iously are mostly persons 
whose contributions are confined to the so-called 
“ hidden” or consumption tax es. 
If ev ery one could be required to pay an income 
tax , there ev idently would be no misconception 
about the source of gov ernment rev enues. Un­ 
happily the cost of collecting an income tax be­ 
comes prohibitiv e below a certain income lev el 
and the bulk of gov ernment rev enues therefore 
must come from consumption tax es. 
The bulk must be got from these hidden tax es 
because the bulk of the national income is paid 
in wages and otherwise to those with small in­ 
comes. It is they — the v ery people most prone 
to consider themselv es immune from tax ation, 
the v ery people least able to pay — who inev itably 
must pay most of the cost of gov ernment.

That is the belief of Dr. J. L'. 
Axby , state veterin arian , who 
has been min isterin g to the ills 
of an imals for more than 35 
y ears in the Ohio river city of 
Lawren ceburg. 
Basis of Dr. Axby ’s prediction 
is experien ce of western farmers 
an d live stock raisers who foun d 
a mild epidemic of the disease is 
followed the n ext y ear by a more 
severe siege. In dian a had a mild 
epidemic in 1938 . 
Already , existen ce of the in fec­ 
tion in In dian a has been proved 
by laboratory tests. An imals in 
five coun ties — Warren , Vermil­ 
lion , Kn ox, Sullivan an d Riplfey 
—have con tracted the disease, 
which, in ciden tally , has a mor­ 
tality rate of 25 per cen t. 
The tall, soft-spoken veter­ 
in arian said the disease usually 
becomes prevalen t aroun d the 
secon d week in August, reachin g 
its height durin g the first or sec­ 
on d wpek of September an d 
termin atin g with the first kill­ 
in g frost, or about November 1. 
“The on set of sy mptoms is 
quite 
in con stan t, bein g 
in ­ 
fluen ced somewhat by the exten t 
an d ^^tesemin ation of the path­ 
ological process, as well as by 
the apparen t affin ity of the 
virus to affect certain cen ters 
early in the course of the dis­ 
ease,” he poin ts out. 
Perhaps 
the 
on ly con stan t 
sy mptom, he say s, “ is an in itial 
rise 
of 
temperature, 
ran gin g 
from 103 to 106 degrees.” 
But 
the temperature “drops rapidly 
to n ormal or almost n ormal aft­ 
er the secon d day .” The iflfect- 
ed beast’s pulse is slow, soft an d 
full, later bein g subject to varia­ 
tion . 
Its 
respiration 
is 
n ot 
greatly altered, but y awn in g is 
common at first.” 
Stricken an imals often half­ 
close their ey es, walk in to ob-(^ 
ects an d show outward man i- 
estation s 
of 
in coordin ation . 
They become in differen t to their 


surroun din gs, 
but 
may 
be 
aroused 
quickly 
“from 
their 
state of lethargy by a sudden 
slap or very sharp n oises.” 
“On e strikin g sy mptom, al­ 
way s presen t,” Dr. Axby explain s, 
“is rigidity of the abdomin al 
muscles, producin g 
a ridge ex­ 
ten din g obliquely upwards from 
the breastbon e toward the hip.” 
Some an imals “completely lose 
‘j^ieir appetities,” while others 
have difficulty masticatin g an d 
swallowin g their food. A rapid 
loss of weight an d “excessive de­ 
hy dration is pron oun ced in all 
cases.” 
“Cases termin atin g 
fatally ,” 
he say s, “my show a high tem ­ 
perature, weak, irregular pulse 
an d rapid respiration shortly be­ 
fore death. On the other han d, 
some an imals have a very mild 
case exemplified by slight dull­ 
n ess, such as draggin g of the 
feet, but are apparen tly n ormal 
again within a few hours. Un ­ 
doubtedly , man y an imals pass 
through the disease un recog­ 
n ized.” 
Effective preven tion , Dr. Axby 
believes, is vastly more vital 
than treatm en t. 
He 
is in dign an t 
over 
the 
“great deal of misleadin g in ­ 
in formation regardin g the dis­ 
ease 
dissemin atin g 
to 
horse 
breeders an d farmers through-­ 
out the state.” 
The state veterin arian ’s office 
recommen ds use of “Chick Em­ 
bry o” vaccin e, admin istered on ly 
by qualified veterin arian s. Here 
are Dr. Axby ’s suggestion s: 
Two 10 c. c. doses of vaccin e, 
given at seven to ten day s’ in ­ 
tervals, protect an imals from six 
to eight mon ths. A sin gle dose 
will provide immun ization for 
on ly sixty day s. 
Colts

should be given on e-half a reg­ 
ular dose; pregn an t mares may 
be safely vaccin ated an d vac­ 
cin ated an imals n eed n ot be 
withheld from work.
